e. shall find ourselves outside these narrow boundaries and it is 
well if we know something about the much greater world, into which 
we shall all enter.

VERY INSTRUCTIVE 

Have Also Journeyed to Har- 
bour and Shoe Factory 

■ne Commercial Seniors' had the 
pj'tvtlogre yèsterday afternoon of pay- 
ing n visit of inspection t<-> (he hvipe 
(Frontenac breweries; About thirty 
men accompanied by l>r • Willard, 
gathered at two thirty, In the office 
of the company and were placed tin- 
der the oharfc of one of the officials 
who conducted them through the 
plant, explaining in every detail the 
process of brewing the beer and an- 
swering most willingly the multitude 
uesiions that were put to him. 
arting at the end where the finish- 
roduct comes out, the students 
watched the bottling an'd labelling 
process for some minutes and then 
proceeded to the stcriigo rooms where 
an extremely cold welcome was ae« 
corded the visitors. The beer is stor- 
ed here in huge vats and the atmos- 
phere is kept at a température sev- 
eral degrees below zero. After shiv- 
ering in the intense cold as long as 
they could stand it the party moved 
on to the brewing plant, there was no 
beer being brewed nt the time bnt 
1 'vus very-interesting to see the huge 
copper tanks in which the cor is 
brewed. These tanks have a capacity 
of fifteen thousand gallons and one 
brew lasts from five to six boms. 
The next place of interest was the 
cold storage plant. This plant is us- 
ed for keeping down the temperature 
of the storehouse and is most up tr>- 
dnte in every respect. This completed 
vhe inspection of the brewery, but be- 
fore taking their leave the party were 
given a sample of the product they 
had seen being made. Tree beer was 
passed around to the delight of all 
present." nevertheless; h is pleasant 
: to remark that no one was over in- 
dulgent and all loft in good condition 
and high spirits. 

This is the third industrial trip the 
School of Commerce has made this 
session. 

On Tuesday last a visit -was paid to 
the Tetreaull Shoe Manufacturing 
Company's plani and the students were 
-given .a splendid insight into the shoe 
manufacturing business. The visit 
was under the direction of Trofesror 
Thompson, and the party was con- 
ducted through the plant by the com- 
pany's factory manager ilr_ Hamilton. 
Mr. Tetreault the president and Jlr. 
Doig the sales manager were also 
there to welcome the party. 

The first visit of tb e year was made 
last week when practically the whole 
nf the third year were conducted on a 
tour around the Montreal Harbour, 
on the Harbour Commissioner's steam 
yacht, by Mr. Mercier of the Harbour 
Commission and Dr. Wiilard:

Excellent Work Done in Euro- 
pean Countries 

The first monthly nwstftw of the 
Students Christian Association was 
lield in StrntlKona Hall laM eveninsr. 
The mcctinp >\-nj. opnncd by Mr. 
Avisait who explained ihn nccA of 
oominff to-Kethor aw/I rtlsfCMHrfnj? 
problems of Interest to oil concerned. 

The Association does, not primarily 
ppt out. to pet members hut to draw 
together certain elements and brins 
them to a mutual iivMoi'standlns so 
that the move aftpwenl problems ol 
phident life may be nolved to a fireat 
extent. This wot; VI of course neces- 
sitate a lai-frc responsibility and bur- 
den on the Student'. Christian Associ- 
ation te -maintain this •movement; 
which has really '.received its im- 
petus at Toronto lai«t year. 

Mr. Rose the chidf speaker oi '.he 
evening was called vtpon to further 
elaborate on ihe imT.'ortanco of this 
movement and attempts made in 
Europe. 

Mr. Rose has made an extensive 
study of the movement in Europe and 
America. He himself has been sec- 
retary of the Younç JVIons Christian 
-Association at :he 'University of 
Manitoba n.Tifi has been actively rn- 
srajred in the movement ever since. 

It is evident That intore is a proa; 
decree of . difference and separative 
in Europe — grew here :in Canada the 
.1000 miles of country does not help 
rear snrfi.1 of unity. A ay institution 
or movement requires consolidation 
and active interest. I: seem; that 
the Truths of experience are those 
t.hat really count. AVith this guiding 
principle only can construction worlc 
be done towards the cause. In Can- 
uâa the movement has been conceiv- 
ed at Toronto and already very cx- 
icellem worl; Iras been -ào-ne. No 
.more fittlnc individual than I>r. Gray 
of Scotland was prcser.; at Toronto 
conference to initiate the Student 
Movement o:' Canada . 

The movement would be destruc- 
tive of thf very fundamental pritTi- 
ples if any ;,:t«rmpt w»re made to 
hold one croup or sub-groups — so 
that constructive worls can be done 
this narrow attitude must he hurried 
and a san°r posixionAtnlcen whereby 
al! éléments car. become â part of 
this universal problem." 

In England this movement has met 
with ' universal success under the atile 
leadership of Iir. Gray. In France 
.steps ;have h»»n taken to unify 700".- 
000 Protestants . There are 'virtually 
no Protestants in Italy. ?nms very 
fine worl; amonesi studeni organi- 
sations has been accomplished liy 
Claude Nelson. However the Stu- 
dent Movement in Germany has fail- 
ed in virtue of the fact that, the pro- 
prietorship was no' in the hands of 
student body but older men.

:Czecho-SIovakla, .lug-o-Slovia, Latvia 
and Balken SlateE. Where there was 
no polljical unity previous to war. 
And of the achievements of the .Stu- 
dent Movement was the construe Ion 
yt a House at Prague. As- a result 
of which a greater anthuslasm and 
ffiislo for leavine has been aroused'. 
Students of Russia and HUrrounding 
countries are attracted to Uhiverstf> 
of Prague on this account, industries, 
culture, and political unity have been 
instituted with new vim and life. 
Prague can boast o! ;i great conglam- 
eration which ha* 'brought about- a 
new era in her history. Trm is due 
in great pari to the movement . In 
Volant! Mr. Rose lias spout a gorid 
deal of his time aince 1315. toward? 
the utudent organ fcsatlons. Poland 
today is very extensive. She has 
realized her life long ambition. 

There is no greater ntcd for sta- 
bility amongst Student Movement 
.than there is to-day. Already Catho- 
lic groups have joined indirect op- 
ppKitlon to other creeds a« Protes- 
ants and .lew.---, with of course un- 
pleasant results. The need has hr- 
J»me very acute for ijie institution 
of this movement, and so Mr. Rose 
with the aid of others have brought 
.their influence to bear. Very fine" 
work has been done. — student, buildings 
have been constructed, .material anil 
moral aid liave already been given to

Professor Sen rlh gave u clear ac- 
count of ihe curlotiN itcllon of certain 
cells willi spiral I'liloropliinl . «, These 
iiplraltt KomellmcH nxhiiill i;' cat olas- 
licit.y ami power of uontriirilnn: but, 
curiously «'iioiisb, the procora can be 
rovenied, so ilia I lliey are In it vis- 
cons or Imdimtic atnlo, lie point:'.! 
on i thai 'by the Introduction of cer- 
tain metal Inns, the elasticity could 
be restored, whilst very pure 'distilled 
water hail Hie reverse action of a 
loxic nut ure. Professor Scarlh h.iâ 
elaboraleil a new theory of con I rac- 
ily ity based upon the view that pro- 
loplasm in its normal condition is 
crystalline. 

'Tho chief feature of the evening 
was, however, some reccnl discoveries 
of a novej character by l'rofcssor 
Lloyd, In ISf>;!. Sir F.corge Stoltes 
tliscoyrrerj the prupcriy of fluores- 
cence., so thai, a substance like Canary, 
glass, permits yellow light to pass 
through it. but' reflects back light of 
longer wave length of a. beautiful 
green colour. In the same way the 
certain pigments of plants transmit 
light; of one colour and reflect back- 
wards light of another, generally car- 
mine, red or orange. This rwmarlcable 
phenomenon has nol. .previously been 
observailde. In living forms micro- 
scopically. By careful use of reflec- 
tors, so that direct light. do?a not pass 
up the microscope, Professor Lloyd 
was a.blp to show the 'brilliant colour- 
ing duo to fluorescence in fresh water 
ilejae and allied plants. 

With the assistance ol Mr. H. G. 
iloyei of the Forest Products Depart- 
ment, the lecturer was able lu obtain, 
by the Pwgel process, of colour pholo. 
graph y , excellent slides faithfully re- 
producing I lie fluorescent colours ob- 
tained under Hie microscope, These 
were (lie flrsl colour photographs over 
taken of living plants under Ihe mic- 
roscope by l heir own fluorescent 
light.

of the Individual members of it. That 
It could not help but. he seems almost 
self evident — certainly there .should 
be some signs of Improvement some- 
how re— ardlesa of how fixed and Im- 
movable our modern pyschoiojists 
claim the individual mental limit to 
be. 

"The Northwestern statistics shew 
that, while one-sixth of the student, 
body wa3 below par in their studies, 
this portion returned a. psychological 
rating fully satisfactory as their 
more fortunate and less . conditionna 
brethren. From this one might very 
well come to the conclusion that psy- 
chology is yet a long way from at- 
taining a perfect standard. It nncin 
well he hel.d on th» other hand, that 
trie psychological standard was the 
true one and that th" curricutar 
methods w»r« at fault. There is 
much to be said en 'both sides. It 
would be well, however, to wait until 
our own pysehologisrs have gathered 
their crop of data. — then with some- 
thing to so upon we can haggle to 
our heart's content."
